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Story otf A Newfoundland Stamp 


HIS is the strange yet true 

story of a Newfoundland 

government air mail stamp, 

issued officially to commemo- 

rate in 1932 a “First Trans- 
Atlantic Air Mail and Passenger 
Flight” from Wayzata, Minnesota, U. 
§. A., to London, England, by way of 
the northern Atlantic route. 


Conceived in the mother country, 
and then brought into existence in a 
strange land fully 4,000 miles away, 
this waif of a stamp has been called 
upon to face more dangers and diffi- 
culties during its brief life than have 
befallen almost any other official gov- 
ernment stamp known to the phila- 
telic world. The experiences of Little 
Alice in Alice’s Wonderland were not 
a whit more fantastic than those 
which have befallen this forlorn New- 
foundland stamp since its birth in 
Minnesota barely three months ago. 


Here are but a few of the many at- 
tributes which are said to set this 
ae apart from all others of its 

nd: 


First: A special stamp commemorating a 
proposed historic ‘First Trans-Atlantic Air 
Mail and Passenger Flight” from Wayzata, 
Minn., a western American interior town, to 
London, England, by way of Newfoundland, 
Labrador, Greenland, Iceland, and Scandinavia. 


Second: A special commemorative air mail 
stamp the issuance of which was disapproved 
by one Newfoundland Government, only to be 
approved by the succeeding one, giving it polit- 
ical significance. 


Third: The first stamp officially issued by 
the Newfoundland Government which has ever 
been printed in the United States, except by 
the British American Bank Note Company. 


Fourth : A stamp which, although issued 
originally in an edition of 400,000 stamps, now 
finds itself strangely limited to an actual 
edition of 25,000 stamps which the Newfound- 
land Government is trying to recall, but which 
it cannot recall because the purchasers of this 
smaller edition refuse to give it up. 


Fifth: A stamp which, although issued for 
use on letters to be carried on a proposed 
epochal trip across the Atlantic, now finds 
itself without any officially designated carrier 
to send it on its way. 


Sixth: A stamp created and designed in 
Minneapolis, Minn., and then submitted to the 
Newfoundland Government for approval, prior 
to the actual printing of the edition in Minne- 
apolis, an unusual procedure. 





But let us proceed with the story 
of this stamp that all the trials and 
vicissitudes through which it has 
passed during its troublous existence 
may be better understood. 

Some two years ago, those since al- 
lied with the proposed flight con- 
ceived of the idea of organizing a 
“First Trans-Atlantic Air Mail and 
Passenger Flight”, to demonstrate 
that heavier-than-air machines could 
be used in a practicable way for the

Becomes Enraged Over Series of

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—(AP)—Ru- 
dolph C. Bach, 45, editor and pub- 
lisher of the Stamp Collectors’ mag- 
azine, shot and killed himself last 
night, police said, in a fit of anger 
over a series of stenographic errors. 

Bach was dictating to Miss Helen 
Lesh, owner of a stamp shop, in her 
office when he became enraged and 
rushed into his own office next door. 

Returning, he placed a pistol to his 
head and fired, falling dead at Miss 
Lesh’s feet. The young woman, who 
was questioned by police and later re- 
leased, said Bach had spoken several 
times of ending his life. Police said 
his magazine had been losing money.

transportation of passengers and mail 
between North America and Europe, 
by way of Labrador, Greenland and 
Iceland. 

In order to carry out this idea it 
was necessary to enlist the coopera- 
tion of some government, and induce 
it to issue the commemorative stamps 
to be used on such a trip. After 
months and months of negotiations, 
during which approval of the plan was 
refused by one Newfoundland Gov- 
ernment, the succeeding government 
finally gave its consent. In June, this 





year, a written contract was finally 
entered into with the Newfoundland 
Government which provided for the 
issuance of 400,000 one-dollar com- 
memorative air-mail stamps for use 
on letters carried by air on this pro- 
posed flight from America to Europe. 

Since the primary purpose of the 
flight was the actual carriage of mail 
and passengers, it was necessary to 
arrange for an aeroplane large enough 
to carry up to 400,000 pieces of mail, 
and at least a dozen or more passen- 
gers, and crew. The ship which had 
been selected for the flight was a Si- 
korsky amphibian S-40 44-place plane, 
which was just being completed by the 
factory. 

Because the flight had to be com- 
pleted not later than early October, 
in order to avoid the harassing weath- 
er conditions which arise along the 
northern Atlantic route late in the 
fall, plans for the flight were 
rushed at every step. A design for 
the stamp, which had been made in 
Minneapolis, had been approved by the 
Newfoundland Government. So dies 
for the stamp were made, and, be- 
cause of the shortness of time, the 
stamps, by official authorization of the 
Newfoundland Government, were 
printed in Minneapolis, instead of in 
the British Empire. The entire edi- 
tion was engraved and printed in six- 
teen days. The 400,000 stamps were 
then turned over to the Northwestern 
National Bank, of Minneapolis, which 
had been appointed a sub-agent of the 
Newfoundland Government through 
the Bank of Montreal, an agent of 
the Newfoundland Government. In 
such official way, widely different from 
that usually employed in the issuance 
of official government stamps, did this 
“First Trans-Atlantic Air Mail and 
Passenger Flight” Newfoundland 
stamp come into existence. 

The Newfoundland contract made 
with Aerial World Tours Inc., the cor- 
poration set up to guide the destinies 
of the proposed flight, provided that 
stamps could be withdrawn for sale 
in blocks of 25,000 stamps at a time. 
So a first block of 25,000 stamps was 
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withdrawn by Aerial World Tours 
Inc., payment for the stamps was ac- 
cepted by the Newfoundland Govern- 
ment, and the sale of stamps was 
opened by Aerial World Tours Inc. 
Though little preliminary publicity 
had been possible, because of the hur- 
ried nature of the venture, there was 
an instant demand for the stamps. 
Orders began coming in from all parts 
of the United States and Canada, and 
letters for carriage to Europe accumu- 
lated. As the people of Minnesota and 
adjoining states are largely of Scan- 
dinavian or German origin, many of 
these letters were addressed by buy- 
ers to friends and relatives abroad. 
At this point Trouble stalked upon 
the scene. Hardly had the sales cam- 
paign begun when it became evident 
that the large amount of money re- 
quired for the purchase of the S-40 
Sikorsky flying-boat could not be 
raised successfully in so short a time. 
So many innumerable and unexpected 
delays had arisen that much valuable 
time had been lost in getting prepara- 
tions under way. The briefness of 
time now loomed up as an almost in- 
superable obstacle to the flight.

But how about the letters which had 
accumulated by the thousands! There 
was but one answer—they would have 
to be taken to Europe. Promises had | 
been made, and promises would have 
to be kept. Mindful of this respon- 
sibility to the Newfoundland Govern- 
ment, and itself, Aerial World Tours 
Inc., dropped the original idea of buy- 
ing so large a craft, and began nego- 
tiations for a smaller Sikorsky am- 
phibian plane which had been spe- 
cially constructed for sea use. This 
boat, capable of carrying a small crew, 
six to eight passengers, and up to 
100,000 pieces of mail, was brought 
to Wayzata, Minn., for the proposed 
flight the last day of August. 

A wire was now sent to the New- 
foundland agent of Aerial World 
Tours Inc., at St. John’s, telling about 
the new arrangements, explaining 
plans under way for the exhibition 
of the plane at the Minnesota State | 
Fair the following week, and giving 
complete information about the sale of 
stamps. The wire advised Newfound- 
land Government officials to inform 
those in charge of the proposed flight 


if such plans were unsatisfactory in | 


any way. No answer was received, 
and preparations for the flight were 
rushed. 

The exhibition of the plane at the 
Minnesota State Fair gave unexpected 
impetus to the stamp sales campaign. 
The greatly reduced budget of ex- 
pense for the flight, resulting from 
the use of the smaller plane, now 
made the flight a certainty, in the 
minds of all. It was now possible to 
set the date of departure at Septem- 
ber 25, or earlier. To make a big 
load of mail a certainty, a big final 
drive for the sale of stamps was set 
for the week beginning Monday, Sep- 
tember 12, the week following the 
fair. 

This drive was destined never to 
take place. On Saturday, September 
10, came the death-blow to the flight. 
On that day two telegrams arrived 
in Minneapolis from the Attorney 
General of the Newfoundland Gov- 
ernment. One, addressed to Aerial 
World Tours, briefly advised it to re- 
turn all unsold stamps to the North- 
western National Bank, and round up 
all stamps which had been sold. The 
other, addressed to the bank, advised 
it to release no more stamps, and get 
back the 25,000 stamps which had 
been turned over by it to Aerial World 
Tours. 

Naturally, there was consternation! 
How could stamps which had been sold 
from one end of the country to the 
other be collected? Numerous pur- 
chasers of stamps were interviewed 
to ascertain if they would accept a 
refund, and return their stamps. Na-

If these 
stamps were worth so much to the gov- 
ernment, they might easily be worth 
far more to the buyers. 

“No, we will not give them up”, 
was the invariable reply. “We bought 
these stamps for use on letters we 
have given you for carriage to Eu- 
rope. We now demand that these let- 
ters be carried, as represented. The 
Newfoundland Government has as- 
sumed this responsibility. Let the 
government carry it out.” 

A hurried wire was sent to the New- 
foundland Government advising it of 
the situation, and begging it to rescind 
its action, and let the flight go on. 

There was no reply. 

A second wire was forwarded. 

Still there was no reply. 

Then, simultaneous with its appear- 
ance in like form in numerous other 
newspapers in Eastern Canada and 
United States, came the contents of 
a newspaper clipping from the New 
York Daily Times: 

St. John’s, Newfoundland, Sept. 13 (C. P.)— 
The Newfoundland Government has cancelled 
its special issue of 400,000 stamps which were 
to be sold during a world flight sponsored by 
Aerial World Tours Inc., of Minneapolis. This 
action was taken because the flight has not 
started, it was stated officially today. About 
25,000 stamps have been issued, and the Gov- 
ernment has demanded their collection and 
return. 

To officials of Aerial World Tours 
this announcement seemed final. So, 
on Saturday, September 17, a last 
wire was sent to the Attorney General

of Newfoundland stating that those in 
charge of the proposed flight were ac- 
cepting the ultimatum received seven | 
days previously, and were calling off | 
the flight. 

As to the status of the Newfound- 
land Government, those who bought 
stamps and affixed them to envelopes 
for transportation on the proposed 
flight are insisting upon the cancella- 
tion of these letters by the Newfound- 
land Government, as was promised 
originally. In the opinions of numer- 
ous lawyers consulted, and persons fa- 
miliar with postal regulations, this 
will have to be done. 

That the Newfoundland Govern- 
ment has no legal or ethical right to 
recall the stamps sold by Aerial World 
Tours Ince., is self-evident. These 
stamps, when they were sold, passed 
entirely out of the hands of the New- 
foundland Government, and now be- 
long to those who bought them. Pur- 
chasers of these stamps may keep 
them, or sell them, at will. 

On final analysis, one feels some- 
what inclined to sympathize with this 
forlorn Newfoundland air mail stamp, 
printed originally for definite use in 
the carriage of mail, but which now 
finds itself stranded so unceremoni- 
ously by the mother country in a 
strange land so many thousands of 
miles away. 





EDITOR’S NOTE—The above story is sup- 
plied by people who term themselves ‘Min- 
neapolis Stamp Committee—Committee of buy- 
ers of First Trans-Atlantic Air Mail and Pas- 
senger—Newfoundland Stamps.” 

We can not in any way vouch for the truth 
of the statements in the above story and the 
question enters our mind, “Have all the facts 
been told’’. Is it possible that the refusal of 
the Newfoundland Government to go through 
with their agreement, is due to the fact that 
Aerial World Tours might not have kept their 
part of the agreement. We also wonder if it 
is possible that this so-called ‘Minneapolis 
Stamp Committee’ and Aerial World Tours, 
may be one and the same group of people. 
Altho it is stated that lawyers claim the New- 
foundland Government will have to live up to 
their agreement, we want to remember that 
we are dealing with a Government and that 
governments sometimes recognize agreements 
as “scraps of paper’’. The question next arises, 
will the Northwestern National Bank of Min- 
neapolis hold the other 375,000 copies of this 
stamp and keep it off the market or will the 
printers levy on this supply to get their ac- 
count settled if it has not been paid. With 
25,000 of the stamps in existence, if recognized 
by cataloguers as government postage stamps, 
the price of $1.00 is a high figure for the 
stamp. Should more than 25,000 come into 
the market the dollar price would be ridiculous. 
All of which would seem to lead any collec- 
tor to be a bit cautious and know the real 
facts before investing a dollar in what may 
at the best, turn out to be a souvenir of a 
big ‘racket’? which blew up.

The publishers wish to acknowledge 
receipt of air mail covers bearing the 
cachet of the new Benjamin Franklin 
Station at Washington, from Elmer 
F. Bauer, Jr., of the Lancaster, Pa. 
Stamp Club also from Mr. J. W. 
Stoutsenberg of Collinsville, Ill A 
cover with a 2c Bicentennial placed on 
a le stamped envelope to make the 
3c rate is from Michael Kalinchak of 
Bethlehem, Pa. The envelope is one 
of the le blue Franklins of 1870 and 
makes a very interesting souvenir of 
this event. 

Mr. Ralston Lyon of Washington, 
D. C., very kindly sends some informa- 
tion regarding the application of this 
special cachet which will be of inter- 
est to collectors. Mr. Lyon points out 
that due to the large number of cov- 
ers that were received in Washington, 
a part of them were put through the 
new Benjamin Franklin Station and 
others were sent through the City 
Post Office. 

The cachets applied at the two of- 
fices are identical but the cancellations 
are different. Those through the 
Benjamin Franklin Station show the 
town and date part of the cancellation 
with Washington at top and “D.C.” 
at bottom with the day, time and year 
in three lines in the center and the 
lettering in the “killer” box much 
smaller than in the other cancellation 
which shows the town and date part 
with “Washington, D. C.” at top, 
“1932” at bottom and date and time 
only, in the center. 

Collectors who are interested in 
such varieties will have no difficulty 
in identifying the covers that went 
through the Benjamin Franklin Sta- 
tion as different from those through 
the City Post Office.

We hope that the Scott Stamp & 
Coin Company will find it advisable 
at a later date to announce the sale 
of pages for any single country. Such 
a plan would meet with even greater 
approval of collectors.
